flcial purppse as his own. The ex- 
pence of maintaining a mere plea- 
syre igarden, pven upon a very li- 
mited pljin, is too great for most in- 
dividvials; but by this unifsn of many 
proprieiors, a garden is supported 
at a trifling expeoce to each, which 
may be enjoyed by every one ' in as 
full a degree, as \f it were appro- 
priated to his-own use, with the ati- 
ditional pleasure that the mind feels 
from perceiving that others partici- 
pate in its enjoyments. Thus the 
etforts of oiany become united in is 
isupport,and give it an impui.se which 
is scarcely to be expected where the 
proprietors or directors, as is often 
the case in public establishments, 
derive no immediate graiiiicatioti 
from the pijr!>uit. 

The Liverpool Garden has now 
beien open about te)> years, and has 
ah'eady brought to perfeclion se- 
veral of the finest tropical fruits ; in 
particular tho Eugenia Jambos and 
the 31usa Sapieutum or Banana, 
the fruit spike of the latter of which 
weighed upwards of iSlb. Several 
of the Palms, as the Jreca Cha- 
mcarop^, and Plunix Uacttflifera, or 
Date-tree, called by Liiiiia;us the 
prii^.C|iisjpf the vegetable world, are 
ROW. rising in great splendour, some 
of them being fcom ten to twenty 
feet faiyb. In tlie Aquarium, th;e 
events Papyrus,. t,i\e Egyptian Lotuf, 
diitl the Water Lilies of. the Eastern 
and Western world flourish as iii 
their native climates; perhaps no 
part of the vegetable creation exceed 
ift.beauty thtse rich and luxuriant 
productions. 

In the course of the laie summer, 
we observed several plants, gene- 
rally supposed not to be capable of 
cultivation iu this ciinaate, itnless 
under the shelter of a conservatory, 
growing and flowering in the open 
garden, where they had !>to9$i 
through the preceding 'vviDter.-T- 
./^ong tb«se was the Vj^Cfa Fila- 
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iicmtosa, whose asionishing spike of 
large and beautiful flowers attracted 
the eye of every visitor. The accom- 
modatioD of plants to climate, ia an 
object of great importance, which 
has not yet been sufficiently attend- 
ed to.

A SUMMARY ACCOVNT OP THE MEANS 
USED AFTER THE 1 KEATV OF Gr.EENE- 
VaLE IN 1795, TO PBOMOTE THE 
■CIVILIZATION OF THE INDIANS, IN 
SOME PARTS OF NOIITH AMEIUCA.

FROM the first settlement of 
Pennsylvania, the uniform at- 
tention of the society, called Qua- 
kers, to the interests of the aborigi- 
nar inhabitants, who had received 
the first emigrants from Europe with 
hospitality and kindness, has secur- 
ed to their pcsferity a degree of con- 
fidence, peculiarly favourablf to the 
success of tneasures calculated to 
promote those interests. The tribes 
■hho are found on the Delaware, gave 
the name of Otias (signifying a fea- 
ther) to William Penn ; and that ap- 
pellation has ever since been not on- 
ly applied to the succeeding gover- 
nors of Pennsylvania, but also fre- 
quently to those of the same religi- 
ous profession. The United Bre- 
tJifen (called Moravians) have also 
signalized themselves by their disin- 
terested labours in the instruction and 
improvementof the natives of that 
country, as well as many others, in 
vvhichthey have formed stittlements ; 
nor has the important object wanted 
•zealous advocates in other societies 
of difierent denoniinatioiis ; among 
■which, the names of Mather, Mai/- 
heiii, Elliot, Hopkins, the two Bai- 
jwjrfs, and many others, will be long 
honourably distinguished. 
Thedifficukies which philanihrbpy 



had to encounter, were many and 
formidable, among tribes scattered 
over a vast extent of country ; and 
who principally depended for cloth- 
ing and sustenance on the labours of 
thecliace^ And although Indian po- 
pulation on the western shores of the 
Atlantic, is considered to have been 
rapidly on the decrease, for more 
than a century, this decrease has 
borne but a. small proportion to tho 
encroachments of their hunting 
ground, either by their regular ces- 
sion to foreigners, or by the forcible 
pa^session of the frontier settlers, oc- 
casioning wai-s, which greatly di- 
minished their numbers. These wars 
were industriously promoted by the 
French government, with which the 
establishment of their claims on the 
western waters, had long been a fa- 
vourite object. The extinction in 
North America, of all connection 
with France, by the treaty of 1763, 
was succeeded soon after by the ri- 
val pretensions of the British govern- 
ment' of Canada, and of the other 
provinces, at that time dependent on 
Great Britain ; and the reciprocal 
claims of the contending parties, as 
well as those of the'Indianson both, 
for some years afterwards remaining 
unsettled, continued those obstacles 
to any systematic attempts to ame- 
liorate the condition of the native.s, 
which had long discouraged them, 
and were happily, in a considerable 
degree, removed by the treaty con- 
cluded at Greeneville, in 1795. liy 
this treaty, the boundary between the 
. United States and the Indians north- 
westward of the riiver Ohio, was 
settled ; and certain posts or trading 
, stations within the country reserved 
by the latter, allovyed to the former. 
Some of the impediments before 
alluded to, being thus diminished, 
'the government of the United States 
immediately turned its attention to 
the important object of reconciling 
the Indian natiooi) on its extensive
